ROSERT LIVINGSTON, first Lord of the Manor of Livingston, 
married, in the First Presbyterian Church at Albany, July 9, 1679, 
(old style) Alida Schuyler Van Rensselaer, the widew of Dominie 
Nickolas Van Rensselaer, who bad died in November, 1678. Alida 
Schuyler was born at Rensselaerswyck (Albany), February 28, 1656, 
and died March 27, 1729, Her father was Philip Pieterse Sckuyler, 
born in Holland, and on coming to America acquired land on the west 
bank of the Hudson river five miles north of Albany, whick estate, 
since its purchase by him on January 22, 1670, from Patroon Kiliaen 
Van Rensselaer, up to this time has been known as the Schuyler Flatts. 
There ke died, May 9, 1683, having married, at Rensselaerswyck, 
December 12, 1650, Margarita, daughter of Brant Arentse Van Slechten- 
horst, who was born at Nykerck, Holland, in 3428, and died at Albany 
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le COLONEL JOHN LIVINGSTON, named for kis grandfatrer in 
Scotland, born in Albany, New York, April 26, 1680; died February 
19, 1720. Wren ke was ten ,ears old, he accompanied kis father to 
Hartfora, Conn., wren his parent fled from the jurisdiction of Col. 
Jacob Leisler, the dictator, to avoid persecution, and he was left 
there in the care of kis fatker's reliable and intimate friend, Fitz- 
John Winthrop, Governor of Connecticut, hoping that the lad would re- 
ceive a better education there on account cof the superior facilities. 
Three years later, 1694, John accompanied his father on a long and 
perilous journey by sailing vessel to London, which ultimately consum- 
ead seven months because of the disasters. Upon returning to America, 
ke apain visitea the sare family in Hartford, where ke fell in love 
with Wintrrop's only chilc, Mary, and married her, at New London, Conn., 
April, 1701. Ske died witkout issue, on the Livingston farm, Mohegan, 
seven miles from New London, January 8, 1715, and was buried there. 


His intimacy with the Connecticut governor brougkt about his commission 


in the militia of that colony, and in 1704, when a captain, he went on 


a mission to the Five Nations in New York, and later went on an ex- 
pedition into Canmmda, to negotiate with the Marquis de Vaudreuil for 
exchange of prisoners. Five years later he was a major, and served 
in an expedition against Port Royal, wrick place surrendered. In 1710, 
he accompanied Baron de Castine to Quebec to transmit articles of ca- 
pitulation. Cn this trip he was nearly slain by an angry Indian who 
supposed Livingston had taken his canoe. His later services »brougkt 
kim a colonel's commission. 

Colonel John Livingston married secondly, October, 1715, 
Hlizabeth, the dau, ,hter of Mrs. Sarah Knight, the latter popularly 
remembered as the autkor of a book of travels in New England, published 


in i825. His second wife died March 17, 1755, without issue.

PHILIP LIVINGSTON, second son and fourth child of 





Robert Livingston and Alida (Schuyler) Van Rensselaer Livingston, 
was born in Albany, July 9, 1686, and was baptized in the Dutch 
Church there by Dominie Gideon Schaats, on July 25th of the same year, 
being named for his mother's father, Philip Pieterse Schuyler. It was 
at this time that his father was on a journey to New York to obtain the 
Charter for the City of Albany at the hands of Governor Thomas Dongan, 
who signed that important document on July 22, 156. 

He is described as being much khandsomer than his father, and in 
his youthful days, dashing and gay. During the period that his father 
was Secretary for Indian Affairs, Philip was tis deputy, and finally, 
in 1721, he succeeded to that office on the resignation of Robert 
Livingston. He studied law, and on December 51, 1719, was admitted 
to the New York bar. 

Governor Burnet recommended him for the vacancy in the Council of 


New York through the decease of Gerardus Beekman, and in 1726, Burnet 


sent kim as the bearer of a despatch to Monsieur de Longueil, then 
acting governor-yveneral of Canada, The despatch was a protest against 
the French building a furt at Niagara, which tended to "srnut in tre 
Five Nations." The reply Livingston brougkt back was deemed most 
unsatisfactory. He also took part in the conference of the Sachems 

of the Six Netions witk Governor Burnet, and kis name appears as a wit- 
ness on a deed of surrender, obtained from three of the Indian nations, 
by which their hunting-ground passed to the King of England on the un- 
derstanding that ke would protect them from the continual encroachments 
of the French. 

In 1757, ke was one of the commissioners to settle the boundary 
between the colonies of New Hampshire and Massachusetts, and presided 
over their deliberations. He served, in 1740, in a similar capacity 
in the dispute between Massachusetts anu Rhode Island. In 1745, he 
had a quarrel with Admiral Ceorge Clinton, wrick led the latter to make 
a vain attempt to have the patent of Livingston revoked and the latter 
removed from office. 

Tre following year, (1746), he was appointed one of the NewYork 


commissioners to meet and Co-operate with the commissioners from Other 


to 
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colonies "to concert measures for the prosecution cf the war and the 
encouragement of tke Indians." The Same ;,ear re assisted in arrang- 
ing a treaty with tke Indians, and in Julj, 1748, ke accompanied the 
Governor to Albany to the conference with tke Sachems of the Six Nations. 
Philip Livingston died in New York City on February 4, (or 15th, 
new style), 1749. He had succeeded to ownership as Second Lori cof 
the Manor on tre death of his fatrer, in 1728, and muck of tke time re- 
sided in kis town house on Broad street, New York City, where he lived 
in princely style. It was trere that his death occurred. The expense 
of the funeral ceremonies reacked five hundred pounds, for it was then 
the custom to entertain laviskly on such an occasion, a pipe of spiced 
wine and special "“monkey-spoons" being features, and wren his body ar- 
rived at the Manor, there was a second funeral, with a big distribution 


of black esloves and handkerchiefs to all the tenants. 


Philip Livingston married, September 19, 1707, Catrina Van Brugk 
(also written Verbrugge), only daughter of Pieter and Sara (Cuyler) 
Yan Erughk. She was born in Albany, New York; but was baptized in the

ROBERT LIVINGSTON, eldest child of Philip Livingston 





and Catrina (Van Brugh) Livingston, was born at Albany, New York, 
December 16th, and baptized there on December 25, 1708. He died 


at his home in Clermont, New York, November 27, 1790. 


Robert Livingston succeeded his father as the third Lord of the 
Manor of Livingston in 1749. The family seat in the Legislature was 
occupied by his uncle, Gilbert, until 1737, ther he took it and held 
the office until 1758. At the other extreme of his life, when the 
Revolution broke out, he was too old to take an active part either as 
an officer or a member of the Manor militia; but he urged his sons to 
belong, and tour of his sons took active positions in the great strug- 
ale for liberty. However, instead of remaining inactive, he proved 
his loyalty by placing his iron mines and foundry at the disposition 
of the Committee of Safety. The war taxes fell heavily upon him, and 


while he was the owner of considerable land, he was practically impoy- 


erished by what ke had to pay into the treasury; in fact, there are 
his letters extant which prove he had hardly sufficient ready money 
to purchase the necessities of life. In the single month of Septere- 
ver, 1781, he was obliged to pay a wheat tax of 8814 bushels, vesides 
the various other forms of taxation. He was interested with his two 
brothers, Philip and Peter Van Brugh Livingston, in extensive tracing 
opergtions between New York and Zuropean ports, and even so far dist- 
ant as the Gulf of Guinea, in importing slaves. His flour and iron 
works were large for those times, and brought him considerable revenue. 


A portion of his land was encroached upon by peopie in Massachusetts, 


and the dispute was unsettled until after the Revolution.

His 
will was probated May 28, 1762. Robert Livingston had no children 
by this second marriage; but it was of special interest by reason of 
the family connections brought about thereby, and bringing him into 
intimacy with the Van Rensselaer, Van Cortlandt and Schuyler families 
and making very firm ris social position in the community, a standing 


maintained for generations afterward.

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COLONEL PETER ROBERT LIVINGSTON, the fourth ohild of 





Robert Livingston and Maria Thong, and the first of their children to 
have descent, was born April 27, 1757, and died November 15, 1794. 

He took his seat in the assembly, as the oldest son, serving 
1761-69, and was decidedly active in the political arena, especially 
when ke was pitted against such strong partisans as DeLancey, Cruger, 
Walton and Jauncey. Eventually he retited from the forefront of tke 
sreat conflict in favor of his uncle, Philip Livingston. He was re- 
turned, however, Wedruary 21, 1774, and was the last of tre represen- 
tatives sent to the Assembly bv; the freeholders of the Manor, for on 
tre downfall of the British rule the feudal privileges which had been 
conferred by manorial patents were abolished, He served both in the 
provincial congress and in the convention of tke State of New York, as 
a deputy from Albany county. He held the office of president of the 
convention during the latter part of 1776, a truublous period, and for 


some time was chairman of the committee of safety. He waa a colonel 


of militia of the manor regiment during the Revolution, his commission 
bearing the date Octover 20, 1775, as head of tre Tenth Albany Regiment, 
and he resigned as such on September 21, 1780. Had it not been for 
the terminaticn of the entail, re would kave innerited by far the major 
share of the manor; but following the war his fatrer devised the estate 
to nis eigkt children. He kad commenced to build a large mansion, in- 
tended as a manor house; but the work proceeded no further than the 
large area of the first floor, wren he learned what was to be his por- 
tion, and upon tke unfinisted part bre put a roof. This residence he 
named “The Hermitaye."

poured down upon the advancing troops from tre heights above, and his 
regiment was the first over the enemy's walls, as well as the first to

plant the American flag, with their own regimental flag, on thre parapet. 
It was reported by an old soldier of the Seventh Regiment that "Colonel 
Plympton was second to none in reaching the parapet, and he stood there 
oblivious to ris danger from the shots that were aimed at him, and with 
his sword waved his soldiers to follow." He was promoted to colonel 


on BPebruary 9, 1654, and given command of the First Regular UVnitea 


States Infantry.

WALTER LIVINGSTON, third son and sixth child of Robert 








Livingston and Maria Thong, was born November 27, 1740, 


and died May 14, 1797. 


He made his home in Albany for the first thirty years of his life; 
but some time prior to the Revolution he erected a mansion on an eleva- 
tiun in Columbia county, between the Kleyne and Roeloff Jansen kills, 
which he named "“"Teviotdale." This house was sixty feet square, 
several stories high, with a square rceof and dormer windows. 

At the time a treaty was being talked about between the Commission- 
er of Indian Affairs and the Six Nations, he was appointed, on August 
25, 1775, to serve on a special committee to inquire of the commission- 
ers “wrhetker, in case the Indians’ talk with the Committee was of such 
anature as to require an answer, they would supply them with the prop- 


er presents for the Indians." 


He was a member of the first Provincial Congress, which met in 
New York City on May 23, 1775. During tke month of July he was ap- 
pointed by the Continental Congress deputy commissioner of stores and 
provisions for the Department of New York, which office he resigned in 
September, 1776. 

On May 53, 1776, he was chosen a judge of Albany county. He was 
a member, for tre city and county of Albany, of the first Assembly, 
which met in the public house of Evert Bogardus. When thirty-six 
members appeared, that body was organized by choosing him speaker and 
John McKesson, clerk. The Legislature remained in session until Oc- 
tober 7, 1777, when the capture of Fort Montgomery by the British caused 
it to discontinue its sessions. In 1784, ke was elected to the Con- 
tinental Congress. He was one of the early Regents of the New York 
State University. The following year ke nominated Bishop Provost as 
chaplain of Congress. In 1785, he was wally 2 commissioner of United 
States Treasury.

He was graduated from Yale in 1786; studied law, and was admit- 
ted to the bar. In 1792, when Gouverneur Morris was made minister to 
NYrance, he accompanied him as private secretary, and remained abroad 
until 1794. Regarding him, Mr. Morris stated to the President: "You 
will find Mr, Livingston is to be trusted, for, although at a tender 


age, his discretion may always be depended on." Later on, he was 
judge of the court of common pleas in Columbia county, and was twice 


elected to congress, serving from October 17, 1803, to March 5, 1807. 
In 1801, he built the house known as "The Hill;" which, after his 
death was called “Widow Mary's Place," and she resided there until 
she died. Many distinguished men were entertained there, both before 
and after his death. Among them were Louis Philippe, later King of 
Spain; Joseph Bonaparte, ex-King of Spain, and Marquis Lafayette.

To rise early 
in the morning, to get breakfast, to go down town to the counting- 
house of the firm, to open and read letters,- to go out and do some 
business, either at the custom house, bank or elsewhere, until twelve, 


then to take a lunch and a glass of wine at Delmonico's, or a few raw

oysters at Downing's; to sign checks and attend to tke finances 

until half past one, to go on ‘Change; to return to the counting- 
house and remain until time to go to dinner, and in old times, when 
such things as ‘packet nights' existed, to stay down town witil ten 
or eleven at night,- this, for forty-three years, had been the twenty- 
four hour circle for Mr. Livingston." Such is the description of his 
life as furnished in "The Old Merchants of New York City." (Vol.II; 
pp.73-74). At the Douglas ratification meeting held in Tammany 
Hall, he was one of the officers.

Robert Fulton was born at Little Britain, Pennsylvania, No- 
vember 14, 1765, and died at his home in New York City, February 24, 
1815. His father was Robert Fulton, who came from Kilmeny, Ireland, 
and settled in the township of Little Britain, Lancaster county, Pa., 
where he gained some prominence as the founder of the Presbyterian 
Church, and was charter member of tke Juliana Library, the third li- 
brary established in America. He purchased a farm of 594 acres on 
the Conawago creek, and removed there in 1765. The township was re- 
surveyed in 1844, and a new township erected, which was named Fulton 


in honor of the inventor, his son, He married Mary, daughter of Cap- 


tain Joseph Smith. Robert Fulton, Jr., was born on this farm. 
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Robert Fulton was left an orphan when three years old. At an 
early age he developed unusual talent in several lines. From 1782 
until 1786, he studied drawing and portrait painting in Philadelphia, 
and in the latter year went to London where he placed himself under the 
instruction of the great artist, Benjamin West, then the president of 
the Royal Academy, also of Chester county, Pennsylvania. He opened a 
studio of his own and painted miniatures. From 1797 to 1804, he de- 
voted himself largely to ingenious mechanical inventions, opening the 
first panorama in Paris. He experiment on a plunging vessel, and se- 
cured the interest of Napoleon in the submarine idea. He also experi- 
mented with torpedoes, and in 1804, the British government invitea him 
to make tests. He was residing in Paris most of the time, and there 
met Chancellor Robert R. Livingston, United States minister to France, 
who took a lively interest in his experiments of navigation, one of 


which was a vessel which was propelled by steam on the Seine river on 
August 9, 18035. He returned to America, and with Livingston as his 
backer, constructed the famous “Clermont,” the first boat successfully 
propelled by steam in the world, whick made its maiden trip from New 
York to Albany on August 11, 1807.  ##He is buried in the southern side 


of Trinity Churchyard, to the west of Alexander Hamilton.

He built the Livingston mansion known for a great length of time 
as "Oak Hill," the only one, except “Clermont,” now owned by a 
Livingston, where he lived the life of a country gentleman. The 
story is that before he decided upon the locality for his house, he 
climbed a mammoth oak, numerous then and now. It is a beautiful site 
uation for a mansion, with a fine view of the Hudson river and the en- 


tire range of the Catskill mountains framing the picture on the west. 
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He desired it to be the best house for miles around, and he had 
the rooms constructed with unusually high ceilings. In one of the 
rooms he placed the old fireback used by his father, bearing in the 
iron the letters "R. M. L.", they being the initials of Robert and 
Mary Livingston. He bequeathed this residence to his youngest sur- 
viving son, Herman, and many of the ancestral portraits, family fur- 
niture and silver combined to make it a charming abode for his descend- 


ants for generation after generation.

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PHILIP LIVINGSTON 





fifth child of Philip Livingston and Catrina Van Brugh, his wife, 
was born at Albany, New York, January 15, 1716, and died at York, 


Pennsylvania, June 12, 1778. 


He is usually known in history as "Philip, the Signer," refer- 
ring to the fact that he was one of the immortals who placed their sig- 
natures to the Declaratéon of Independence, which helped to distinguish 
him from his own father and his son. 

He was graduated from Yale in 1737, and shortly thereafter settled 
as a merchant in New York City. It was not long before he acquired a 
fortune, and in many ways was identified with the progress of that city. 
As an illustration of the esteem in which he was held by the people 


generally, Governor Sir Charles Hardy wrote of him, 1775, as follows: 


$8 


"Among the considerable merchants in this city, no one is more esteen- 
ed for energy, promptness and public spirit than Philip Livingston." 

During the progress of the French war, he was largely engaged in 
privateering, which was a common pursuit for men of means in that day. 
He was elected alderman for the East Ward in 1754, and held office un- 
til 1762. § He was one of the founders of the New York Society Library, 
and he was chosen itm president in 1756, of the newly-founded St. An- 
drew's Society. He was one of the founders of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce, in 1770, and was one of the first governors of the New 
York Hospital, chartered the same year. 

It was his particular personal interest to be especially concerned 
in educational matters, and he was one of the earliest advocates of the 
establishment of King's, now Columbia, College. He assisted in found- 
ing the professorship of divinity at Yale, his Alma Mater, which bears 
his name. 

When the excitement against British taxation became a subject of 


discussion, in 1774, he called together a number of prominent citizens 


and formed what was known as the Committee Of Fifty, to correspond with 


other colonies in order to determine what action was advisable in the 
premises. 


On July 4, 1774, he was one of five delagates selected to repre- 
sent New York at the first Continental Congress, and he was present at 
the opening in Philadelphia, September 5, 1774. He attended the sec- 
ond Continental Congress, held May 11, 1775, at Philadelphia, and was 
placed on several important committees. He was kept active in these 
important affairs, for he also had to attend the provincial congress 


of New York. 


In 1776, he attended the memorable congress of July 4th, in Phila- 
delphia, on whick occasion he affixed his signature to the Declaration 
of Independence. On July 15th, Congress appointed him to the highly 
responsible trust of officiating as a member of the board of the treas- 
ury, and on April 29, 1777, he was placed on the marine committee. He 
then became energetic in the work of his own province, and helped to 
frame its first Constitution. He took his seat in the senate in May,

He was chosen Regent of the University of New York State in 1827;

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1. STEPHEN VAN RENSSELAER, the eighth Patroon and General 
in the New York State Militia, was born in the house of his respected 
grandfather, Hon. Philip Livingston, signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, in New York City, November 1, 1764, and died in the Van 
Rensselaer Manor House at Albany, New York, January 26, 1839. 

When he was a year old, the reconstruction of the old Manor House 
within its own park bordering upon the Troy Road, was completed, bearing 
the date “l=«7<-6-5" in iron numerals upon the west wall of the upper stpry. 
Being a minor, his uncle, General Abraham Ten Broeck, was made his guar~ 
dian. He was educated at home by competent tutors, and when a youth 
his grandfather, Philip Livingston, placed him in a boatding-school at 
Hlizabethtown, New Jersey; but trouble with the British forcing Livirngs- 
ton to retire with his family to Kingston, New York, interrupted his 
studies which had been followed at Princeton, and he was sent to Cam- 


bridge, where he was graduated from Harvard in 1782. In 1825, Yale con- 


ferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Laws, 


There was a great celebration in his Manor House when the Patroon became

vited to the feast of delacacies and wine. In that year, ke was given 
his first commission, in 1786, as major of infantry in the state militia, 
and two years later was promoted to colonel, when he was given command 
of a regiment. When Governor John Jay directed the cavalry of NewYork 
divided from the infantry, the command of the whole was conferred upon 
Colonel Van Rensselaer, and ke bore the title of major-general of cav-~

alry to his death, hence he is the Patroon spoken of as General , Van 
Rensselaer. 

He was elected to the State Assembly in the spring of 1789 by an 
enormous majority, and in the spring of 1790 became a member of the State 
Senate; was re-elected, and served continuously witil 1795. He was 
elected lieutenant=-governor in 1795, when Hon. John Jay was the chief 
executive, and they were re-elected in 1798. In January, 1801, he was 
nominated for governor; but due to rancor in the party DeWitt Clinton 
succeeded to the office by a majority less than four thousand votes. 


When a commission was appointed in March, 1810, to Consider constructing 


the Erie canal, he was placed upon it. 
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When war was declared against Great Britain in June, 1812, he was 
prompt to heed Governor Tompkins' requisition for troops, and accepted 
official service immediately. In ten days he arrived at Ogdensburg, 
and by August 15th was in camp at Lewiston, just one month from the time 
of kis call. On October l3th, two months later, he was engaged in the 
gallant campaign which carried the American arms into the enemy's ter- 
ritory, for he planted the American flag triumphantly on the Heights of 
Queenstown. Although his victory in Canada was complete and he planned 
to hold the peninsula of the upper province through the winter, there 
was a serious deflection among his troops. Under the plea of constitu- 
tional scruples, they refused to march into tke camp which he had won. 


He was elected to the Assembly in 1816, and in March, as the chair- 
man of the canal commission, reported to the Legislature in favor of 


undertaking the work of building the Erie Canal. For fifteen years he 
was president of the board. In 1819, he was chosen tke head of the 
state's new organization of county agricultural societies; in December, 
1823, took his seat in Congress, to whick ke was re-elected for three 
consecutive terms; on May 5, 1824, when The Albany Institute was formed, 
he was chosen its first president; in 1819, he was elected a Regent; 
was a Master of Master's Lodge of Masons; his purse sent schoolmasters 
into country districts, and he endowed the Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 


tute at Troy, organized in 1826, which was named in his honor. 
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General Stephen Van Rensselaer married (lst), Margaret 
Schuyler, at Schuylerville, New York, June 6, 1783. She was 
born at Albany, wrere she was baptized on September 24, 1758, and 
she died in the Van Rensselaer Manor House at that city, March 14,1801. 
Her remains repose in the Albany Rural Cemetery beside those of the 
Patroon. 

Her father was General Philip Schuyler, commander of the Army of 


the North in 1777, and the trusted friend of General Washington, who 
was born at Albany, November 11, 1755; died in the Schuyler Mansion 
there, November 18, 1804; buried in the Albany Rutal Cemetery, where 

a tall shaft marks his grave, and married Catherine Van Rensselaer, 

at Greenbush (Rensselaer), New York, September 17, 1755. The latter 
was born in "The Crailo," or Van Rensselaer fortlike residence, at Green 
bush, November 4, 1734; died in the Schuyler Mansion at Albany, March 


7, 1803, and was the daughter of Johannes Van Rensselaer and his wife, 


Engeltje (or Angelica) Livingston, the last-named being the daughter of 
Robert Livingston, Jun., twelfth mayor of Albany, New York. By this 

marriage the general had three children, only one of whom, Stephen Van 
Rensselaer, lived to the age of three years, hence this was the only son 


to carry down what is commonly known as the main Van Rensselaer line. 
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General Stephen Van Rensselaer married (2nd) Cornelia Paterson, 
at New Brunswick, New Jersey, May 17, 1802. She was born June 4,1780, 
and died in New York City, August 6, 1844. Her father was Justice 
William Paterson, a resident of New Brunswick, born at sea on December 
24, 1745, and died September 9, 1806, while visiting at the Manor House 
in Albany. He was United States Senator in 1789; in 1791 was chosen 
the second governor of New Jersey, and General Washington appointed 
him, in 1793, a justice of the United States Supreme Court, which posi- 
tion he held up to the time of his death. Justice William Paterson 
married Cornelia Bell, daughter of John Bell, in 1779. It might be 
mentioned that this was the actual introduction of the name *Cornelia® 
into the Van Rensselaer family, which has continued to be represented 
in the Livingston, Thayer, Robb, Pruyn and many other families. By 


this marriage General Stephen Van Rensselaer had nine children.
